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SUMMARY

A military storage facility and its support
area is located in the northwest section of
Petrozavodsk (Figure 1).

The depot is double fenced, covers Vapprox-'

imately 92 acres, and conrains 1 administration
building, 22 warehouses and 3 support Struc-
tures. The support area joins the northeastern

corner of the installation and contains 25
probable workers quarters.and 1 administra-
tion-type building (Figures 2 and 3).
